which I learn has been mislaid. I ask that the report of Dr. 
Graham, and the first annual report of Dr. Bell, be printed with 
the other reports from heads of departments, and the report of 
the Superintendent of the Deaf and Dumb and Blind Asylum. 

I would respectfully invite your attention to the suggestions 
contained in Dr..Graham’s report coheerning repairs, &c., at the 
Lunatic Asylum, and the construction of an out building of 
moderate cost for the care of insane freedmen. In the event this 
plan is not adopted, the counties should be required to take care 
of this class of lunatics. 

I would also suggest the adoption of some measure that wil! 
force the counties and individuals indebted to the Asylum, to 
make immediate payment of their dues ; upon a refusal or neg- 
lect to do so, suit should be instituted by the County er Dis- 
trict Attorney to enforce the collection.

This Institution'is now in a most: prosperous condition; falfill- 


ing the-benificent purposes for-which it was established. : Forty- 


eight patients are now partaking ofits benefits. Economy: is- 
observed; and-cleanliness maintained i in.every.department. - The 
patients are generally orderly and quiet, which is, no doubt, 
owing largely to the mild and rational treatment they receive. 

The arrangements in all the departments of its goverhment 
arë wise and calculated to resultin the most favorable. effects to 
the comfort and restoration of its inmates, The building, with 
the'repairs hereafter indicated, will be- healthy and pleasant. 
The grounds, most tastefully arranged with walks, shade trees, 
shrubbery, and flowers, are in a fine state of care and cultivation. 
The garden and orchard are well attended, and give bountiful 

yield. The lawn, -well cleared of: undergrowth and brush, and 
Sol with grass, affords fine space or the recreation of. the pa- 
tients. 

The wants of the Institution consist oN in repairs to 
the roof of the building, repairs in the-water closets, and 1 in the 
renovating and enlarging the sewers. 

An additional. building for freedmen will be Bod seeded: 

A hall, thirty feet by forty, one story high, for a chapel, T 
ing and lecture room, would be an addition of the first import- 
ance to the Institution. 

After the report of the committee from the Legislature on the 
“Condition of the Asylum," which bas, no doubt, come to the 
eye of your Excellency, and after the elaborate report of the 
Superintendent, we deem it needless to add more. —'

` In compliance with thé law organizing the State Yuste ne 
lum, the Superintendent has the T honor to submit his first annual 
report. The'number of' patients in the ‘Asylum, ` ‘on tlie 21st. of 
August, at which tinte took charge of the institution, was 27 
males and 28 feniáles, the whole number under tréatment at that 
time being “fifty-three; of this ‘number five males liave been dis- 
charged, of whom ‘four were cured; and ‘one unimpr oved, a non- 
resident of the State, ‘leaving núder iréatment'at the “present 
time, 22 males and 26° females’ the whole finmber being forty- 
el ight. For particulars during the past year, I would respectfully 
refer to the.report of Dr. Grahain; late superintendent, which 
contains à full account of ‘the affairs and operations of the insti- 
tution duri ing the Provisional Government. The Asylum at 
present seems crowded to its limit of accommódation.' Happily 
it is, exempt front'al! epidemic diseases, and the institution is 
successful aid prosperüus 1n all'its departments. During the 
interval which occurred fróm the 10th ot August last, the date 
of the late Superintendent's report; up to the 20th of the same 
month, when I took possession, the expenses of the institution 
amounted to $504 12, which amount, with the accompanying 
vouchers, were examined, and allowed by the recently appointed 
Board of Managers, and was paid out of a balance remaining in 
the hands of the late Superintendent, appropriated by the Pro- 
visional Governor, after which there was still a balance of $551 15 
of the same fund, which amount, upon settlement with the Trea- 
surer, he deposited, taking his (Treasurer's) receipt therefor, and 
to which settlement the Doctor invites attention. Since my in- 
cumbency, the 20th of August, there-has been no appropriation 
for the support of this iustitution, and it has, aud is still, being 
sustained upon the credit of the State. The liabilities incurred 
during said interval, including officer's salaries and employees, 
now due, amount to the sum of $2001 46, specie. No payments 
by counties or patients have been made since my appointment, 
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although I find that counties and pay patients owe the State the 
sum of $8742 60 for board, care, clothing, &c.; and in this con- | 
nection,=Í would call attention to the importance of adopting 
measures by which these claims tan be ptomptly collected. Sev- 
eral counties each owe the Staté between the sums of five and six 
hundred dollars in specie. A variety of improvements and re- 
pairs are necessary to make the institution what it shouid be, 
and although I will not at. present undertake to enumerate any, 
yet I would respectfully call attention to those suggested in the 
. late Superintendent's report of August last; and in this connec- 
tion, I may say that I have every confidence the present Legisla- 
ture will iuform themselves in relation to the wants of the insti- 
tation, and provide as liberally for the same às they may deem 
proper. Probably in no State is the standard of. public senti- 
ment higher than in the State of Texas, and to maintain the 
publie confidence, the increase and facilities for the .care and 
treatment of the insane must keep pace with the demand for 
their aceomn:odation, they being a class of human beings calling 
more loudly upon our charity and sympathies than any others, 
Commending the institution in all its varied wants aud interests, 
. to your continued oversight, and to the fostering care of the Legis- 
lature, and feeling thankful for the good that has been hereto- 
tore accomplished, “with a firm trust upon that Providénce which 
blesses every honest effort to do good, we enter upon. the duties 


of the coming year.

From this statement, it will be seert that, during my present 
incumbency, eighty-eight insane persons have been under trezt- 
ment in the’ Asylum. Of this number, forty were admitted, 
thirty-four discharged, and one died, léaying fifty-four patients 
in the Asylum. Of those discharged, twenty-two had recovered, 
six improved, and five unimproved. ‘The Institution is now 
‘crowded to ¡ts utmost capacity, as ñot more than ‘fifty can be ac- 
commodated with any degree of comfort, and eveti then we are 
compelled to. associate several in a'Toopt together. Having but 
. three wards, we até totally tirrable to sectire that system of: class- 
ification which is -so necessary both to :cótnfor& and successful 
treatment in an lüsáhte Hospital. During the past vear, trying 
. difficulties have envitoned us. The change in‘ our labor system; 
which has so éffected the industrial interests of the South; has 
fallen with peculiar weight upon our Institution: -I have found 
it very hard to obtain reliable labor, either black or white. 
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Nothing can be of more importance in an asylum for the insane. 
than to secure and keep experienced and faithful employees, and 
this has been impossible during the past year. Blacks have been 
found, in many- instendes, unable: te bear: with moderation the 
change i in their condition, and whites have often been unwilling 
to perform those menial services so necessary about an institution 
like ours, These, and other difficulties, meeting us at the 
very thieshold, almost ' ‘made Us despair, yet we have passed 
‘through without serious- accident, ànd” thé ‘foregoing. statement 
of cures will show that our Asylum; ás an ameétiorition “and 
curative agent, has -not failed in.its’ object. In view of*the re- 
sults’ accomplished, we'look back: with gratitude ‘to the “Author 
of every good and DIES pu "feeling that out measure of sut- 
cess iş satisfactory. — - ij 
Tú a tabular viewat the close of this report, will: be found.a 
statement of the results and particulars in regard to cases under 
treatmént during-the past yéar:' We have endeavored, ‘as far as 
practicable, to restrict the admission of patients to that class.to 
which the law gives preference, viz., those of less than one year’s 
duration of insanity. Notwithstanding our efforts, a majority 
of those admitted have been chronic à cases; and most of those 
whom I found in the Asylum + when I entered: it, were of aà'siin- 
ilar character. '. A 
The experience of all medical Superintenderts: agree thatféw 
cases of insanity of more than one year’s duration recover. This 
class of cases, however, while'they cannót be genérally cured, are 
entirely fit subjects for tlie treatmeht and care of añ insane: Jgs- 
pital. Their habits, if properly treated, may be much improved; 
and their removal from home is. absolutely necessary, not only 
tor their own welfare, but for the peace of their friends. and. of 
society, All cases: “of insanity generally require treatment away 
from their families, because of the propensities, habits and. dis- 
quietude.: of the patient. It.is. also absolutely true that -many 
persons laboring under mental alienation are much. happier away 
from their friends than with them. Constant, Appeals axe being 
made for asylum accommodations. for idiots and, "unalics of ‘all 
grades, and this demand, is, greatly „in excess of the provision 
made for it... Some dissatisfaction. ‘hag, ‘and, will , continue to - 
- arise, from this cause, on the; part of, those not accommodated. 
I have in all such: cases endeavored to ‘take, the Jaw, tor my guide; 
and, when this has beencomphed with, by those ssking admission, 
I have, not sent them away. .Lhaye not, however, ; felt at Tibexty 
to ‘make: the Asylum, D» home, fur. h hannis ia 1 digis, aş; our, sigue 

has not provided for such; pases, ^. The law bas, in ithe, first EP 
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wisely .made- provision: for. cases. of insanity :of less than one 
year's duration, as this stage is supposed curable.. . After having 
first ‘accommodated this class, I have next admitted : the, most 
refractory and dangerous; rather ithan;the inoffensive idiot and 
hopeless epileptic. . In'doing this; I feel that I am carrying out 
the law in its letter and spirit. '«It is proper to remark, in this 
connection, that this; ünnécessary- accumulation of incurables 
depends much upon the unwise policy of friends. in keeping the 
subjects as long as. possible at lome, and-then sending. them .to 
the Institution for treatment. :;'The. opposite course should: be 
practiced, and would relieve:the.publie ‘from. the constantly in- 
creasing care; and --burthen ‘of incurable. cases.of.insanity. If 
such delay were practiced in other diseases less terrible than 
insanity in character and consequences, what a. fearful result 
would the tables of mortality .everywhere-present! Could this 
mental alienation receive promptand correct diagnosis:and treat- 
ment in its incipient stages, is it not'fair to presume the results 
would be far moré- auspicious? . The- very: limited. provision 
made for the care of the insane in. this State, will, it isto be 
hoped, son give way to. a more.just:and comprehensive system 
—one'more in accordance with the. civilization of our age, and 
the better feelings of our nature, -From the most reliable in- 
-formation I can obtain, there cannot be less than between five 
_ andi six hundred lunatics and idiots.in this State... This unfor- 
tunate class of persons call loudly, ‘perhaps: more loudly upon 
our charity and sympathy than any other. Kind attention be- 
stowed upon these poorunfortunates, in a well regulated hospital, 
with: all the proper appliances for treatment, will do mor? to 
eure:them than.all remedial agents without these advantages

. [have frequently been inquired; of-in reference to the influence 
which the late war has exerted upon mental disordets.:, In reply, 
J would briefly .say. that the «most distinguished. writers upon 
these subjects agree that, mental disorders receive a marked im- 
petus from the cause: above .alluded»to: s. Thousands, of. persons 
have been driven from their homes in. poverty and distress; fam- 
ily ties have been rudely sundered ; domestic afflictions of every 
kind: have. been suffered: -what-causes; let. me:ask, more potent 
. than. thege to drive the mind from a. normal. condition? Almost 
every mail bears applications for, admission to:our Asylum. .In 
the wisdom and‘ benifioenge of the present Legislature, I ‘have

Some legislation may be. deemed- necessary in reference to in- 
sane negroes.:: I have. recently been informed ‘of several cases, 
one or two of whom àre now in: county jails. Inquiry has been 
made of me, as to whether they.could be admitted as patients 
in this Institution, "To such interrogatories, I have given an in- 
variable negative, although there is no:special enactment debarring 
them from the privilege. Should it-be deemed advisable to make 
provision for such cases, a separate building should be: prepared 
for their reception, in: order that.no' compulsory association be- 
tween the two races might exist. .. Should such persons be placed 
under riy charge, I should, of course, give them the s same atten- 
tion and treatment as others receive, . 

The difference between the white ‘and black races ïn regard to 
mental disease is very. great, the namber of the latter who are 
thus afflicted. bearing a very small proportion to the former. 
Consequently, if it should: be deemed advisable to make -pro- 
vision for insane negroes, not much would be required, It is not 
my present intention to enumerate particularly the deficiencies 
and wants of the institution; I must be permitted however, to 
call attention to some changes.and improvements, which are 
almost indespensable to keeping itin working order: On taking 
-charge last summer, and inspecting the general condition of the 
building, the roofing was: found very. defective; the leakage wa3 
so great during a heavy rain, that:.all-the available labor 1 in the 
house was called into - "requisition: to keep the water bailed out, 
and to prevént the plastering from falling off, and other- ssetious 
damage to the building. The. bath' rooms were. also very imper- 
fect, much of the zinc covering then having become worn out, 
and detached by use and age. The water closets were, and still 
are also ina very“ 'defective:statej the Bewers are :entirely- | too 
small, and-thére are no pipes to convey the water necessary to 
clean the wasté' ‘pipes; it is therefore necessary to carry :&ll the 
water required for this purpose by ‘hand, iu buckets; thereby 
caüsing-much additional: labor. «Unless: the. utmost precantion 
is constantly: paid to-the cleansisig of these pipes thé liquid con- 
tents will gradually ooze thirough'the floor and. ceiling, causing 
great injury and inconvenience: Somé ‘of the défectsabove alluded 
to have been’ temporarily remedied! iby fepaiis and constant atten- 
tion ‘The roof has-been mweh iniproved, but “still leaks "badly 
during &hésivy rain, The bath room flüóre: ‘Have been made} perfect, 
either by. covering them. with new’ zitie;:or repairing the olg. ~ A 
.systematie ànd thorotígh' reniovabof: the’ defects, which extet in

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the building has «not been attempted; neither the material, labor 
nor means béing -at the command: df the Superintendent to 
accomplish it. “Much of the: time of-the: Superintendent: is 
unavoidably occupied in the general supervision of the eritire 
establishment, and a- iulititude of minor máttérs claim his 
. attention, and. cannot be. delegated .tó others.’ “This ¿has' been. 
particularly the case during. the last -year,. and even had the 
means been- at the control of. the: Superintendent, it would have 

‘been impossible for him to have accomphshed:a thorough repair 
of the building. During a. crisis such'as we have just passed 
through, it has been exceedingly difficult to procure reliable labor. 
I have found it necessary to-make. frequeut changes among the 
employees, either from gross neglect of duty on their: part, or 
failure to carry out the regulations: adopted. by the managers, 
withott which all system, would be irápossable; Notwithstand- 
ing the anxiety and care growing: out. of the dissatisfaction thus 
caused,.. and other embarrassing circumstances, ‘we have the 
gratification oí knowing that the record-of our success will 
compare favorably with. that of any similar Institution. 

Much is necessary to make: the Asylum: such as the wants of 
the State demand. .It is probably. impossible at the present 
time, either greatly to-ehlage the present. building, or erect - 
expensive new ones. Some additional facilities for the amuse- 
ment of-the. patients should at least be added. Such useful 
employments as are calculated to exercise, and develop at once, 
the mental and physical-powers, are of the highest advantage to 

the insane. Our vegetable and flower gardens afíord us'the only: 
~ occupation of. this kind. Amusements and entertainments.exert 
a most happy influence upon the insane, causing them for a time 
to forget their mélancholly thonghts and. harrassing emotions.- 
Anything which can fix the attention of thé. mind, to the exelu- 
sion of morbid ideas, may be a means of its restoration to health.. 

veligious service exerts a most happy influence tipon the mind of 
many insane.persons;.and in this corinestion, take occasion to 
acknowledge our indebtedness to. Rev. Mr. Roud, of the Iowa Vol- 
unteers lately stationed at this point; for ministrations last winter; 
and also to Rev. T. McRhea, for several visits of a similar nature 
this súmmer. ` Musical entertainments perhaps: ‘contribute .-as 
much to.the gratification and improvement: of many cases :of 
insanity as'any other means which can:beresortedto This has 
been the: ‘principal means of enjoyment we have: been able to 
afford them. They have been frequently assembled for the purpose 
of listening to. vocal/and instrumental music; and those of them 
who wished to do so, have been enecuraged to take a part in the 
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*exercises, Dancing has also. been resorted to, and is a source of 
much délight to many of the patients, but our facilities for this 
amusement are “very much limited, having no room suitable for the 
purpose. A hall of sufficient dimensions, in which all the 
inmates of the Asylum could be assembled, for the purpose of 
listening to religious services, or lectures. upon various subjects, 
or to use as à reading: room, or for music and dancing, would’ be 
of great advantage to the Institution, — Jtiséadeed indispensable. 
To this I take the. liberty of calling. your.particular attention, 
and while I do not at the: same time suggest any extensive 
improvements, I would respectfully: urge upon the Executive:amd 
present Legislature, the importance of erecting a: spacious hall 
for these purposes; such a building canbe erected at-a moderate 
expense. The objection to a separate building will disappear, 
when it is considered that it will be probably some years before 
the original plan of the structure ‘will be carried out. Such a 
building as is suggested, being. apart from the main building 
would also afford. &ecure hospital ` ‘accomodations in case of.the 
sudden visit of a formidable epidemic. Tt is also suggested that 
if a suitable building were. provided for the Superintendent, 
either within the grounds, orin the immediate vicinity, the rooms 
now occupied by him might, by a little judicious alteration, be 
made to accommodate eight or ten additional patients. The de- 
fects above alluded to aud the improvements suggested, are not for 
the purpose of urging any extended changes at this time, but. 
that a fair understanding may be had as to the present wants of 
the Asyfum. Our garden has, and still continues to supply us 
with an abundant amount of vegetables, for the use of the entire 
house, winter and summer, not. having been under the necessity: 
of purchasing a dollar'sworth ; we have sold an amount suffi- 
cient to furnish us with seed Irish potatoes; and such other other 
seed as were needed, and we. have still a small balance of the 
garden fund on hand...

"There has been during the same time drawn from the State 
Treasury, for the support of the Asylum an appropriation made 
by the Provisional Governor Hamilton $7,633 33 specie, and 
$22 50. United State Curreney, making together with the 
amounts above enumenerated an aggregate of $11,582 54 specie, 

and $4,012 10 United States Currency, which has been expen-. 
ded during the last year for the suprort of thé Asylum, except 
thé'sum of $993 94 specie, now on hand with the Superinten- 
dent. "The Institution is free of all debt Incurred daring’ my 
incumbency, everything being paid up to the 10th day of August, 
1866, a period of twelve months. All papers and vouchers Tela- 
ting o this matter are on file in the Treasury Department, and 
to them 1 respectiully invite your attention. During the month 
of October, 1865, the Institution was, upon the order of Provi- 
sional Governor Hamilton, furnished with two thousond yards of 
osnabuigs, and one thousand yards white woolen jeans from the 
State Penitentiary — the Asylum at that time being almost 
destitute of mattrasses, bed clothing &c. The following disposi- 
tion; was made of this cloth: There has been made into mat- 
trasses, pillcws, towels, pillowslips, sheet$; ladies and gentle- 
mens’ garments, appropriately changed, about eight hundred 
yards .osnabures ; there has alsó been made into ladies” and 
géntlethen’s garments, and apyropriately changed, about two hun- 
dred yards of white woolon jeans: There has been exchanged 
for such goods as were needed for spring and summer use of 
patients, cousisting of prints, denims, hickory stripe, domestic, 
&t,, about five hundred yards of osnabur: zs, and two hundred 
yards of jeans. The balance of the cloth is still on hand. In 
closing this brief report I desire to express my thanks to Dr. 
John Walker, who has zealously and efficiently performed the 
services devolving on him as Assistant Physician; he has the 
well wishes of ali with whonr he has been associated. To the 
members of the Board of Managers I would also return my 
thanks for the uniform’ kindues and consideration shown me, 
and for their well directed efforts, and great assistance in favor 
€f the Institution, and its unfortunate inmates,
